MARTINEZ, Jan. 26. — While 
there are a few cases of influenza 
in Martinez at the present time, an 
epidemic. does not appear to be 
starting and there is no cause fox 
alarm, is the report of Dr. B. W.

Avsrage up tus whole country and you win 
find, young man, that you can hire all the col- 
lege professors, ministers and editors you want 
at just exactly one-half the price you will have 
to pay for an equal number of carpenters, brick 
masons, plasterers and hod carriers. 

Better stick to that farm. There are always 
spareribs, ‘taters, corn bread, pumpkins and 
greens on the farm, while the journalistic road 
is strewn with wrecks, bumps, punctured am- 
ditions. and ‘wrinkled stomachs. 

If you want to grow fat and prosperous like

countrymen, don’t feed them anything in the 
head—feed. it to em in the stomach, People 
will pay a dollar and a halt tor a T-bone steak 
but only a penny for a newspaper, and then 
holler like they had been hit with an ax when 
they cough up the penny.
